Washington, May 5.—Prevailing re- 
tail prices of anthi'acite coal are un- 
warranted and the supply for next sea- 
son is adequate, the federal trade com- 
mission stated today in a preliminary 
report based on a partially completed 
in'^stigation ordered'by congress last 
winter.

While the greatest battle in history 
continues to rage in 
blood 
fury 
in 
northern France, the riddle of Russia 
has presented 
a new phase with 
a 
menaced 
counter-revolution 
of 
stag- 
gering possibilities. 


For tile moment the provisional gov- 
ernment has the upper hand but the 
voice of the radicals grows louder and 
more threatening every day, dema'id- 
ing concessions which would m a k e the 
existence of an organized governm >nt 
impossible. 


The wild currents of intrigue and 
di.ssatisfaction which are in evidence 
in Petrograd are the more confusing 
as the opponents of the revolutionary 
government offer no coherent program 
and seem to have no common aim. 


The 
capital 
is boisterously 
vocal, 
but 
back 
of 
it, 
the 
vastness 
of 
Russia silent with not a hint to tell of 
what the masses of the people 
are 
thinking or doing. 
An indication of 
the German view of the situation is 
given by a report that the best German 
troops have been 
withdrawn 
from 
the eastern /ront their places 
being 
taken by landsturm and landwehr di- 
visions. 


As far as hews dispatches indicate, 
the radical insurgents 
in 
Petrograd 
are basing their attack on the 
May 
day note sent to the allies by Foreign 
Secretary 
MilukofC reaffirming 
Rus- 
sia's determination to fulfill her obli- 
gations to the entente and vigorously 
prosecute the war against 
Germany. 
The provisional government has ener- 
getically supported this position ^^nJ 
the ministers declare they will resign 
rather than modify the stand taken by 
M. Milukoff. 


On the battle front in France, there 
is no sign as yet of a decisive issue to 
the tremendous battle which is rag- 
ing day and night along a

Paris, May 5.—Heavy

office announced today. 
In addition 
the French made progress east of Mon- 
carnillet. 
More than 1,000 prisoners 
have been taken by the French. 


The statement follows: 
"South of the Oise a German attack 
on our small posts on the southwest- 
ern edge of the upper fore-st of Coucy 
was defeated by our artillery. 
In the 
Chemin des Dames, theie was veiy 
active artillery 
fighting 
during the 
night, on the front between Braye-cn- 
Lannois and Hurtebise. 


"North of the Aisue the Germans 
made a violent counter attack on the 
village of Craonne and the positions 
captured by us ye.sterday. 
All the en- 
emy's efforts came to naught in the 
face of the resistance of our infantry, 
machine guns and artillery, and heavy 
losses were inflicted on the Germans. 
At no point were thc^ able to ap- 
proach our lines. 
The immber 
of 
prisoners taken by us in this region 
reached 226, of whoni nine are offi- 
cers. 
One of the officers is a battal- 
ion commander and one is an observa- 
tion officer of artillery. 


"Southeast

Germans attempted In a .strong attack 
last evening to capture positions east 
or hill 108. They were repulsqid after 
an engagement and our line was main- 
tained intact.

PUT OFF AUDITORIUM. 


Out oi a postponement of the final steps for 
l)uilding the auditorium the city will secure 
much gain—much the greater gain, indeed— 
aside from what can be saved on the cost of 
materials and labor. Postponement will allow 
time for avoiding more errors than merely 
plunging into operations a the crcst of high 
prices. 


To put off the final steps of this thing will 
permit Fort Wayne to do what ought to be 
clone and what Ave firmly believe the people of 
the city strongly desire shall be done. 
The 
people do not Avaut their expectations of a 
great and noble building disappointed. They 
must inevitably de doomed to such a dis- 
appointment if the enterprise proceeds to re- 
sults under present conditions and with only 
the funds now in hand to see it through. The 
people would much prefer tg wait a season for 
more favorable conditions and they would 
tather increase the funds than to submit to 
disappointment merely to gain a, bit of time 
ind save the expenditure of an ample sum. 


There will be much more credit to the ad- 
ministration and a great degree of public ap- 
probation for dealing with this enterprise in 
a way that is wise and to an issue that is sat- 
isfactory than by hurrying it along to a result 
that nobody can and nobody will approve. 
Those who must officially assume responsibil- 
ity for this enterprise and its outcome will be 
freely accorded the honor as they will be in- 
escapably shouldered with the blame for the 
result as good or bad shall prevail in that. It 
will be just as honorable and just as creditable 
to have saved this great enterprise from 
botching and bungling as to have carried it 
through to complete success. It will be more 
so, we think, because the other coursc is easy 
and no wihout its shallow emptations. 


The auditorium enterprise should be post- 
poned. 
The people should be asked to vote 
more money. The remainder of the Hamilton 
homestead should be added to the site. 
The 
plans for the building should be either re- 
vised or superseded altogether to provide for a 
larger and better appointed structure. 
The 
time of building should be put off until the 
city can go ahead on something like normal 
markets for materials and labor so that every 
dollar of the fund shall not be discounted in 
purchasing power 30 or 40 per cent. 
The 
whole projec, in short, ought to be held up 
until it can be gone on with in a way that will 
promise the result the people are looking for 
and have taxed themselves to procure. 


Fort Wayne will build this auditorium and 
for a generation or two will build no other. 
They ought not to be disappointed. The com- 
munity should not be saddled with a thing 
that does not answer. This is to be a public 
building—an institution owned and controlled 
by all the people. It should have every char- 
acter and perfection that belongs to a modern 
public building. 
All this can easily be as- 
sured by putting off steps until more money 
can be obtained, more ground procured and 
better conditions realized. 


A FREE EDUCATION. 


The people hereabouts who are interested in 
practical gardening—and everybody should be 
interested in that—will find profit in studious 
attention to the scries of publications made 
in Fort Wayne newspapers under aspices of 
the local ciommittee for food relief. 
These 
articles are purposed to help gardeners who 
have had little or no experience iii cultivation 
of the soil. Hundreds of persons who never 
have attempted anything of this kind before 
are engaged in it now. To such as these the 
expert directions for making and cultivating a 
garden will be found most useful and should 
be carefully heeded. 


Making the earth produce is not the simple 
task of turning the soil, planting seeds and 
waiting for the gathering time. 
Profitable 
jardening is a task that, while not complex, en- 
Aails latowledge aud, for the higher resul^ 


experience. Those who Vii^e «"bcijfriiuiig iii 
this year of stress will have gained^ by 
Olid of the season, both a knowledge and ex- 
perience that in future will slaud them in 
most practical stead. Every backyard can be 
made to produce something that will add to 
the store of food and take from the cost of 
living. 
Tire hundreds of new gardeners in 
Fort Wayne this year ought to become rather 
practical in their knowledge" and tolerably 
certain of results in another year and so go 
on from year to year making useful diversion 
of a toil that pays back well in money. 


Great care is being taken by the Jocal com- 


I mittee to present to the new gardeners in and 
about Fort Wayne the sort of instructions 
that they are most likely to require and to 
make them plain, practical and easily follow- 
ed. It has been suggested that new gardeners 
make a scrapbook of these illuminating ar- 
ticles and we believe it would be found a good 
thing to do. Knowledge of soil conditions, the 
preparation of ground, the selection and plant- 
ing of seeds and the care of the growing gar- 
den, together with a considerable mass of 
other important detail will be in posession of 
all who take the pains to lay by these gar- 
dening instructions the local committee is of- 
fering through the newspapers. 


But bear in mind that it is all of no account 
to you unless you garden. 
That is the big 
idea—to produce more food and to produce it 
in places and by hands that never have pro- 
duced food before. That is the whole duty of 
man in the United States of America this year 
and is likely to remain much the same through 
next year. War or no war, the world is suf- 
fering from a food shortage and must some 
way somehoAV be fed. America can do more 
than any other or all other countries to accom- 
plish this—if the people will do their best to 
make the earth fruitful. 


CHERISHES NO DELUSIONS. 


If it has been in the mind of any that this 
nation's part in the great war would be merely 
to furnish vast sums of money and stupendous 
stores of munitions and then stand by to watch 
the coimtry's European allies spend the one 
and burn up the other, they must in these days 
be undergoing a rapid cure of that delusion. 


The national government is getting ready 
for war on a mighty scale—a scale that Avill 
compare with the magnitude of European op- 
erations. Already detailed steps are proceed- 
ing for the making of the first army of a half 
million men. A year from now, unless peace 
shall meanwhile intervene, this country will 
have a million trained men in arms and half 
that number in Europe. 
The navy will be 
strengthened in every way that will add most 
to the nation's power on the sea and its ability 
to deal with the one arm of 
Germany's 
strength that today is feared. Even a greater 
scale of preparation is under way to supply 
the tonnage that is necessary to meet the sub- 
marine danger and to insure the supplying of 
food and munitions to America's allies in the 
war. 


Financial preparation already has taken on 
a stupendous character. At one move seven 
billions were dumped into the nation's war 
chest. 
That already is going at a rate that 
shows that the beginning has been made if the 
straggle be in any degree prolonged. 
The 
whole of it will have disappeared within a few 
months. 
It is conceded that the credits al- 
ready voted will not go far after a half mil- 
lion men have been put in the training camps. 
These gigantic expenditures will not prostrate 
the country, however, for practically all of the 
heavy loans made to the allies will be expend- 
ed in America. That had no place in consid- 
eration when the credits were voted, but it is 
not a disagreeable incident of Uncle Sam's 
necessity to undertake the financing of the 
war if he is to win. 


The impressive fact is that the government 
is determined to take no chances. 
Having 
staked the issue on the sword, the whole of the 
nation's resources is cast in. 
Two years of 
war Avill find us with a development of man 
power and material resource scarcely second 
if indeed at all inferior to German's state at 
the beginning of the war or Great Britain's 
today. There is no misunderstanding 
in 
Washington of the need of getting ready as 
rapidly and as efficiently as we liave the 
capacity to do. The people of the nation will 
do well to realize it. 


One grave and reverand senator rises in his 
place in the greatest deliberative body on 
earth to recommend the lamp-post cure as the 
most effectual remedy for criminal specula- 
tions and conspiracies in foodstuffs. That, or at 
least its equivalent, worked in a much earlier 
time, but the drastic enforcement of laws now 
written or easily to be had would answer as 
v/ell and leave nothing in the chronicles to 
make posterity blush for its forebears and 
their primitive ways.

The making of laws is the most im- 
portant of the functions of govern- 
ment and the most careful attention 
should be given to the organization of 
the law-making bo'dy—the state legis- 
lature. 


Tliere are two ends to be attained, 
namely, the fair and equal represen- 
tation of the people in the legislature 
and the passage of fair and wholesome 
laws for the public. 


With the first of these ends, this 
article will deal. 


The idea of a representative assem- 
bly is that since all the people can- 
not meet to make laws, they select 
representatives to speak for them. AH 
people being equal before the law it 
follows that the representation should 
be equal. If there are 600,000 people 
in a state and there are 100 represen- 
tatives, 
then 
each 
representative 
should represent 6.000 people. 


In practice the attempt is made to 
so divide a state that each representa- 
tive and senator shall represent as 
nearly an equal nuinber of people as- 
possible. 
The shift of population and 
the following of county lines makes 
this difficult at best. 
It is found im- 
possible to so group the counties as 
to make more than an approximation 
to equality. 


The Indiana constitution apportions 
tlie senators and representatives every 
six years on the basis of the number 
of male inhabitants over 21 years of 
age instead of population. 
This is 
not correct in principle because the 
representatives represent all the peo- 
ple and not merely the men. 
No 
great injustice results but there might 
be an injustice in the case of great 
labor centers where the 
population 
may be floating population of single 
men. 
Such a community would have 


an excess representation on the basis 
of population. 


The apportionment of i-epresenta- 
tives and senators must be made fre- 
quently or else by the shifts of popu- 
lation some communities may be over 
represented and others under repre- 
sented. 
The great parliamentary re- 
form in England in 1832 corrected a 
vicious evil of this kind. 
No change 
had been made for centuries and some 
districts had practically no population 
while great cities which had arisen 
had no representatives in parliament. 
In Indiana a similar situation arose 
when the cities of northwestern In- 
diana grew up almost over night. For 
a number of years Lake county was 
not fairly represented. 


Indiana has 100 representatives and 
fifty senators. 
These are apportioned 
among the counties. 
Marion county 
has 
ten 
representatives 
and 
Lake 
county, four. Nearly all have at least 
one representative but small counties 
like Pike and Dubois are joined to- 
gether to form one district. 
Where 
a large county has more than enough 
for one and not enough for two. it 
is usually joined with a neighboring 
small county in a joint district. 
The 
big county elects one and the two to- 
gether elect the other. 


This plan of joining a small county 
to a large one is severely criticised 
because it gives the large county too 
much power. 
Thus Marion 
county 
elects five senators by itself and is 
joined with Hendiicks and Hamilton 
counties to elect another senator. The' 
two small counties are overwhelmed 
by the large vote of Marion county. 


As a remedy for this, it is proposed 
to divide the state into larger districts 
and elect two, three or more from 
each. 
If the state were divided into 
twenty-five districts, then 
each dis- 


trict would elect four representatives 
or two senators on the present basis. 
If Hendricks county were joined to 
Marion as one of the districts, then 
Hendricks county would have a vote 
on all four. 


One of the chief difficulties encoun- 
tered in getting a fair apportionment 
is the selfish attempt of political par- 
ties to divide the state so aa to get the 
greatest 
political 
advantage. 
The 
party in power resorts to the "gerry- 
mander" by which the hea>T opposi- 
tion territory Is joined together and 
conceded to the other party while tlie 
lines of the rest of the territory are 
so fixed as to make for themselves 
as many districts as possible. 
Often 
this results in strangely shaped dis- 
tricts. 
The term "gerrymander" was 
coined as a pun on Gerry of Massa- 
chusetts, who was responsible for the 
formation of a district which looked 
on the map like a salamander. 
The 
famous shoestring district extended all 
around the city of Chicago a few years 
ago. 


Indiana requires that the districts 
shall be composed of contiguous ter- 
ritory and that no county shall be di- 
vided and part added to another coun- 
ty. 
Even this has not prevented at- 
tempts at manipulation 
of 
districts 
and it is doubtful if we ever had a 
constitutional apportionment. 
Three 
apportionment laws have 
been 
de- 
clared unconstitutional in the last 25 
years.

The action of 
Guatemala Is. of course, in the inter- 
est of this country, but it is even more 
in the Interest of freedom and civili- 
zation. 
We now have free access to 
all Central American waters except 
those of Honduras and Mexico.

at least to play fair, as when she or- 
dered the Germans in the country- to 
keep away from the American frontier.

He is hailed by many irate city sarden- 
ers as the arch vandal of all time. 


Police have received several com- 
plaints of the ravagings of this new 
variety of outlaw. 
In several parts 
of the city, where onion beds have 
been looted of their tender sprouts, 
the thief or it may be an organization 
of thieves, have left their foot prints 
in the soft ground of the small onion 
patches. 
Detective sergeants of the 
police department will make a general 
examination of the shoe marks.

Now is the Time 


to Preserve Eggs 


April, May and June, the great etrg 
producing seaison of the year, is the 
time to preserve the surplus eggs fo- 
next fall and winter. 
For the per-son 
who wishes to preserve eggs for his 
own use, the easiest and perhaps the 
best method is the use of water gla'^s, 
or sodium silicate. 


This water glass is a sirupy liquid 
which should be mixed one part water 
glass to nine parts water which has 
previously been boiled. 
The solution 
should be kept in a clean crock, or 
stone jar. 
Kegs or barrels may be 
used, provided they are scalded thor- 
oughly and are absolutely free from 
Odors. 


After the jar has been partly fliied 
with the water glass solution the eggs 
can be put in from day to day, and 
should remain at least two inches be- 
low the surface of the solution. 


Eggs put down In this manner and 
stored in a cool, dark place will come 
out the following winter as a very good 
article of food. 


One gallon of water glass, costing 
$1, will make solution to cover nearly 
fifty 
dozen eggs. 
The 
commercial 
water glass is used for preserving eggs, 
as it IS much cheaper than the chemi- 
cally pure article. 


Eggs also may be preserved in lime 
•vvater, salt, paten tegg preservatives, 
sawdust or bran. 
But eggs packed in 
salt are liable to lose as much as 23 
or they can be greased and stored in 
per cent by evaporation, while those 
which are greased sometimes lost 2i> 
per cent. 
Moreover, they may 
be- 
come tainted, while eggs preserved in 
water glass are not only satisfactory 
after having been packed away for 
months, but also when kept three or 
four weeks after removal from solu- 
tion. 


Most packed eggs will not beat up 
well for cake-making or frosting, while 
eggs taken from a water glass solution 
seem quite equal to the average fresh 
eggs to be had in the markets. 
Their 
shells, however, are likely to crack in 
boiling. 
It is sadi that this can be 
prevented by piercing the larger end 
of the egg with a needle before put- 
ting it inot water. 
Water glass, known 
as sodium silicate to the druggist, may 
bo bought at the drug store or of poul- 
try supply men.

The helpful articles required are a 
high stepladder, fiber tub, damp flan-

TO CLEAN WINDOWS, fill the tub 
half full of warm water and add a ta- 
blespoonful of ammonia or a few drops 
of kerosene. 
A galvanized iron tub, 
cheese cloth and tissue paper for pol- 
ishing are fine for the glass 


Roll up the shade and take it down. 
Dust the window, especially the sur- 
rounding woodwork, with 
the 
damp 
flannelette 
duster. 


Wash the glass, especially the cor- 
ners, and dry with the linen towel. 


Polish with the chamoise. 
If cham- 
ois is not available, 
use 
crumpled 
newspaper or tissue paper.

PEAS, A FAVORITE HOME GARDEN CROP AND HOW TO GROW THEM. ^ 


(Note.—Another of a series of ar- 
ticles edited by the committee on pub- 
licity and information of the national 
food relief committee, 
Fort Wayne 
branch. 
This article by Norma Erf.) 


Garden peas are among the favorite 
home garden crops. 
Since they are 
not easily injured by light frosts, they 
may be planted as scfon as the ground 
can be worked. 


Vai'ietles. 
Thei-e are early and late varieties. 
The smooth-seeded dwarf varieties are 
best for very early planting, but the 
wrinkled-seeded kinds may be planted 
now. 
They are not so hardy as the 
othei-s, but they are of a better qual- 
ity. 
Among the early varieties are 
the 
Alaska, First 
and Best, 
and 
Gradus. 
Of the large wrinkled type 
such as Champion of England, Tele- 
phone and Prize Taker are good. 
Time of Planting. 
By selecting a number of varieties 
it is possible to have a 
continuous 
supply of peas throughout a large part 
of the growing season. 
In order to 
accomplish this, plantings should be 
made every ten days or two weeks 
until 
warm weather 
conies. 
The 
smooth-seeded, small-growing, quick- 


maturing kinds should be planted as 
soon as the frost is out of the ground. 
They should be followed by the dwarf 
wrinkled varieties, which may be put 
in about the first of April. 
The taller 
wrinkled ones are planted in May. 
If the season is not too dry, a plant- 
ing of extra early peas may be made 
the first of August for fall use. 


Soli. 


A soil that was well manured the 
previous season is well suited to this 
crop. 
The early planting should be 
in light, dry soil, but a deep loam is 
better for the late one. An over supply 
of fresh manure may result in a crop 
of vines instead of pods. 


Planting and Culture. 


Peas should be planted from two to 
three inches deep, in rows eighteen 
inches apart for dwarf varieties and 
three feet for the tall. 
Some garden- 
ers plant in double rows six inches 
apart and a space of three to four feet 
between the pairs of rows. 
The soil 
should be packed firmly with the back 
of the hoe after the planting, so that 
the seed will come closely in contact 
with the moisture in the soil. 
If the 
seeds are soaked in luke warm water 
over night the germination may be 


plow hitched to them.

Pea$ should be cultivawfl frequently 
to keep a mulch on the surface. 
Do 
not hoe deep. 
Frequent shallow hoe- 
ing is much better. 
If the rain packs 
the soil forming a hard crust soon 
after the planting, go over the row 
with a garden rake, so as to keep the 
top soil fine. This conserves the soil 
moisture and keeps the weeds down.

Splendid 
progress has been made by the home 
care of the sick classes. 
Instructions 
to these classes are given on the sec- 
ond floor of the headquarters, which 
has been fitted up with all the neces- 
sary paraphernalia, just as you would 
find in a hospital. An effort is now be- 
ing made to secin-e a permanent nurse 
for these classes—^a nurse who will 
devote her entire time to this work. 
First Aid Glasses. 


•Many classes in first aid have been 
organized and reports from the various 
physicians in charge indicate that good 
progress is being made in this depart- 
ment of Red 
Cross work .,in .Fort 
Wayne. 
Every evening there are sev- 
eral first aid classes receiving instruc- 
tion, which may be given anywhere 
and not at headquartei-s, as is the case 
as regards the hospital supply and 
home care of the sick classes. 
Fort 
Wayne doctors have given much of 
their time to this work and are doing 
it gladly and willingly. 


Then there is the question of home 
dietetics. 
The aim of the Red Cross 
course as is explained in the official 
text book is to give in a simple way 
the underlying principles of cookery. 
Little has been done in this depart- 
ment 
of Red Cross 
work in 
Fort 
Wayne, but will probably be taken up 
later. 


The making of garments is one of 
the big .work of the society. 
Mrs. L. 
G. Ellingham will be in entire charge 
of the cutting, all of which is to be 
done at headquarters. 
After the gar- 
ments have been cut they will be dis- 
tributed in the homes of the city to be 
.sewed. 
Every woman who can sew 
may have a part in this laudable work. 


Another important feature of the 
Red Cross is its fight against tuber- 
culosis.

Social Welfare Work. 


The Red Cross is now squarely faced

The magnitude of the work of the 
American Red Cross since its rein- 
corporation in 1905 can be suggested 
in a sentence. 
There have been over 
eighty 
relief 
operations 
following: 
earthquakes, volcanic eruptions, fires, 
floods, famines, mine explosions and 
wars in this and foreign countries, 
for whicli the American Red Cross 
has received and expended over $10,- 
000,000 in cash and donated

supplies of a value of not less than 
$5,000,000.

One of the first flags of the United 
States, dating back almost to that of 
l3etsy Ross perhaps, is in possession 
of Irwin Boeklen. of •> Floming Place, 
Jamaica., L. 1., N. Y. 
The flag is of 
homespun woolen, four feet wide and 
six feet four inches in length, and it 
is in fairly good condition, except for 
two bullet holes. 
It has been in the 


possession of the Boeklen family for 
a number of years, but it was recently 
only that the family came to realiz.e 
that they had a rare relic in their 
possession. 
The 
flag 
has 
thirteen 
stars and thirteen stripes, the same as 
the first flag, which was unfurled for 
the first time on .Tune 14, 1877. 
The 
flag so arranged, except for a change 


in the arrangement of the stars and 
stripes, was in use until May 1, 1795, 
when the number of both stars and 
stripes was changed 
to fifteen. 
It, 
therefore, is pretty certain 
that 
the 
flag in Mr. Boeklen's possession dates 
from some time 
between 
Jime 
14, 
1777, and May 1,

On one of 
his visits to his son In N e w York this 
farmer-preacher 
supplied 
the 
pulpit 
of a leading church in Brooklyn. 
It 
is said the brethren were 
delighted 
and crowded ai'ound him praising him 
because he quoted so m u c h Scripture. 
The sermon created so m u c h interest 
that the Brooklyn Eagle sent a 
re- 
porter to interview him. 
In the course 
of this interview he was asked as to 
the books he had studied, and he ssid 
that his library consisted of the Bible, 
hymn 
book, 
Bunyan's 
"Pilgrim's 
Progress," and Spurgeon's sermons.

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THE SECRET OF GOOD POTATO CULTURE 


By I/. R. WALDRON. 


It Is said that one must start with 
ones' grandparents 
if 
a 
satisfactory 
h u m a n being is to be produced. 
Like- 
wise in potato culture, one must start 
it least with the parents of the potato 
if the maximum crop is to be pro- 
duced- 


It ia a common belief that if we 
purchase a variety of potatoes from a 
Beedsman, that we have secured just 
on© variety. This is true in a measure. 
If the seedsman is reliable, he will send 
us a, lot of potatoes that is uniform in 
regard to color, depth of eyes, earli- 
noiB of maturing, and other qualities. 
But unless this particular lot has been 
pedigreed, which is unlikely, then the 
eeedsman has not sent us one thing 
but many things. 


The 
farmer 
can demonstrate 
this 
fact to his own satisfaction. 
At dig- 
ging time let him lay oiE a portion of a 
r o w containing 100 hills. 
In order to 
show this, each hill must have come 
from only one piece of seed. 
The 100 
hills are dug and the tubers of each 
hill are kept by themselves on top of 
the 
hill. 
The 
products 
of the 
100 
hills are now ready to be studied. 
At 
first 
glance, the hills may appear to 
run very uniformly. A little closer view 
will reveal the fact that about the only 
thing that is uniform is that they are 
all potatoes. 


The first hill has one large one. two 
luedium'Sized ones and half a dozen 
small ones. 
The 
next 
hill 
has 
one 
medium-sized one and several 
small 
ones. 
Perhaps the next hill has 3 or 4 
good-sized ones. 
Another hill has a 
eolitary tuber, but of good size. 
Per- 
haps another hill has nothing but little 
runts. 
Thus it goes through the 100 
hills. 


Now I am sure that the 
ordinary 
farmer—that 99 farmers out of even' 
100, will pick up the tubers from all of 
the hiUs and put them all together. He 
does this complacently and with satis- 
faction. 
His fathers did it before him 
and all of his neighbors do it. 
Why 
should not he? 
Along in January, he 
will begin to read the seed catalogs and 
wonder why on earth, or under it. he 
can not raise such splendid crops ot 
potatoes as he sees pictured. 


The hill that bore 3 or 4 good-sized 
tubers is the one to fasten our eyes on. 
That is the hill that has ability and the 
one that we should get next to. 
Many 
farmers will say that we can not get 
good crops if potato hills do not conUin 
more than 3 or 4 tubers. This is where 
they are short on arithmetic. 


We will assume for the sake of argu- 
ment that we h a v e . 3 tubers to every 
hill and that the total weight of the 3 
tubers is 1 % lbs. 
There is nothing ab- 
surd in this for often an individual £u- 
ber will weigh n^ore. 
W e will further 
assume that our rows 
are 
3% 
feet 
apart and that our 
hills are 
2 feet 
apart in the row. 
This is open plant- 
ing. probably more open than is com- 
monly practiced. At this rate of plant- 


Well Formed Potatob 


Now the point I am getting at is, 
that our variety is not a unit. 
In our 
100 hills that we have dug, close study 
might reveal the presence of at least 10 
strains or varieties instead of the one 
that we thought we had. 
The hill that | 
bore the little runts ha« the runt char- j 
acter as a habit. 
It is going to persist 
for years and every time we plant seed 
of that strain, we will know to a cer- 
tainty that we will harvest little pota- 
toes. 
The hill that produced one or 
two large and several small ones is a 
common feature of potato 
fields. 
It is 
a good deal like most people. 
It is 
neither very bad nor very good. 
It is 
just medium. 
^ 


Select Potatoes from Hills Bearing 
Uniform Tubers. 


ing, there will be 6,200 hills per acre, 
assuming nearly a perfect stand. With 
1 Vs pounds per hill, we would have a 
field of 155 bushels per acre, a yield 
worth striving for by the majority of 
farmers. 


Now it may be that the hill with the 
3 or 4 good tubers will not breed true 
but the chances are that it will. 
The 
oflfepHng of this hill is almost certain 
to produce a 
certain 
percentage 
of 
small tubers but we may count upon 
it that it will produce a lesser percent- 
age of small tubers than the average 
hill. 


The above facts that I havo given 
are entirely accurate and what is more 
to the point, they may be put into ap- 
plication by any farmer of 
ordinary 
intelligence with the effect of largely 
increasing his potato yields, provided 
always that he uses proper methods of 
seed preparation, planting and tillage. 
While only a medium amount of intel- 
ligence is necessary, it does require en- 
thusiasm and determination. 


What a farmer should do at potato 
digging time is to dig a fair sized 
patch, leaving each hill by itself. After 
the patch is dug, he should carefully 
go over the patch and select out those 
hills that have few tubers of good size. 
The tubers from those hills should be 
sacked by themselves and laid away 
for seed for the year following. 
If he 
is particular he may not be able to find 
more than 10 hills to his liking. 
In 
the springtime these should be treated 
by themselves and planted in a sepa- 
rate patch- 
The second years' product 
from the 10 hills will be sufficient to 
plant quite a piece of grround, perhaps 
as much as the farmer desires. 


If 
the farmer wants to follow 
a 
method even better and more accurate 
than .this, he should plant each of the 
10 hills in a little plat by itself. 
Th'is 
requires that each hill will be sacked' 
separately at planting time.

Annually—Certain Packing Houses and Buyers are Beginning to 
Avoid Districts Where Tuberculosis is Common, or to Buy Hogs 
Subject-to Post-mortem Examination, with any Loss Falling on the 
Producer, 


HOW TO PREVENT THIS COSTLY IJLAGUE 


Cook or Pasteurize All Milk or 
Milk Products Fed to Hogs 


Raw milk from a tuberculous cow will sooner or, 
later certainly carry the genns of tuberculosis to 
your hogs. A litUe care will prevent this. 


Scald all 8kimm«d milk, buttermilk, or whey. 
Even boiling will not lessen their feeding value. 
Either scalding, boiling, or pasteurizing—that is, 
heating to 145" F, and holding at that temperature 
for 30 minutes—will kill all germs of tuberculosis 
and also render harmless stray germs of many 
other animal diseases. 
No farmer, unless his herd 
is tuberculin tested and free from tuberculosis, 
should feed bis skimmed milk raw to his swinc. 
He is taking an unnecessary risk of having them 
rejected at the slaughterhouse. 


Raw 
s k i m m e d 
milk 
and buttermilk 
from 
crcameries and whey from cheese factories are 
particularly dangerous. 
If there happens to be 
only one tuberculous herd on the creamery route, 
the skimmed milk from that farm may spread 
tubercle 
bacilli 
through 
all 
the 
milk 
in 
the 
.skimmed-milk tank. 
Cook all raw milk taken 
home from the creamery. 
Better yet, join with 
vour neighbors in insisting that the creamery shall 
pasteurize skimmed milk before it is delivered. 
Such pastetirisation prevents the creamery from 
becoming a distributing point for animal diseases, 
the germs of which ^et into-milk. 
If your cream- 
ery delivers pasteurized skimmed milk, see that 
your own cans are sterilized before yon take your 
share. 
The little raw milk left in your own cans 
may contaminate the pasteurized milk furnished by 
the creamery. 


Raw Garbage, raw slaughterhouse offal, the raw 
flesh of dead cliickeivB, or other carrion also arc 
very liable to contain germs of tuberculosis that 
will infect your hogs. 
Cook all raw garbage or 
meat before you give it to your animals. 
Garbage 
.so prepared is excellent food for hogs, provided it 
is not decomposed before it is cooked. 
Keep gar- 
bage containers clean, and construct 
piggeries 
where sterilized garbage is prepared and fed, so 
that they may be cleaned readily. 
Prepared tank- 
age from slaughterhouses is free from danger, as 
its preparation involves thorough cooking or steril- 
ization. 
Keep Hogs Away From Dairy 
Cows Not Tuberculin Tested 


The droppings of tuberculous cows, especially 
of those in which the disease is of long standing, 
are almost certain to contain large numbers of 
tubercle bacilli. 


Hogs having access to manure or bedding from 
such cows are almost certain to get the disea.se. 
The safest plan is to keep your hogs absolutely 
away from your dairy cattle unless your herd has 
been tuberculin tested and is known to be free 
from tuberculosis. The risk more than offsets any 
feeding advantage. 


In the case of steers or other eattle known as 
feeders," it is comparatively safe to allow hogs 
to follow them, as the disease is not very common 
among these animals, and they usually are sold off 
the farm before the disease, if contracted, develops 
to a point where their droppings would be infected. 


Get Rid of Tuberculous Hogs- 


Start With a Clean Herd 


Fortunately, hogs, with the exception of valuable 
breeding animals, arc not kept for a number of 
years on a farm. Most of them arc sold cach year 
If your swine are tuberculous, as vou can tell 
from slaughterhouse reports or by "having them 
tuberculin tested, make a'clean sweep of your herd. 


Sell all the hogs, including breeding animals, for 
what the healthy hogs will bring as meat and the 
infected hogs wiU bring as tankage or grease. 


If the sow is free from tuberculosis, the pics 
start nght. 


Clean up and dis^infect hog lots thoroughly and 
then get new breeding stock which tubeiPculiu tests 
show are free from tuberculosis. 


WTien you have established a herd free from 
tubérculosis, do not introduce strange 
animals 
from other farms into your herd until you have 
satisfied yourself that they are free from disease. 


In a short time you will have a herd that is 
thriving and healthy and will attract buyers. 


Make it your business to follow up vour hogs 
which go to the slaughterhouse, as the slaughter- 
house report may give you the first warning that 
your swine are diseased. 


Every swine breeder should send to the United 
States Department 
of Agriculture, 
Washington, 
D. C, for Farmer's Bulletin No. 781, "Tuberculosis 
of Hogs."

HOW TO CONTROL MUSHROOM PESTS 


By C. H. VGPENOEm 


Cultivated mushroom« are subject 
to attack by a variety of pests, espe- 
cially during warm weather. Som« of 
these may be brought into the homw 
in the compost of which the beds are 
composed, attacking the mushrooms 
through preference, while others feed 
normally upon mushrooms, and are at- 
tracted from the wild forms outside 
through the greater abundance 
of 
their natural food plant in the culti- 
vated beds. Injury by these pests fre- 
quently becomes serious. 


The insect and other pests which 
usually attack cultivated mushrooms, 
and those of- which complaints are 
most frequently made, may be divided 
roughly into four classes, 
namely, 
mushroom maggots, mites, springtails. 


Mushroom Cellar. 


and sowbugs. 
Of these the maggots 
are the most generally injurious, the 
mites following in order of importance 
owing to the diflSculty with which their 
eradication is accomplished, and then 
come springtails and sowbugs in the 
order named. 


The 
injurious 
f o r m s 
commonly 
known a« "mushroom 
maggots" 
are 
small, whitish or yellowish-white mag- 
gots, usually having black heads. They 
are the larvae, or young, of certain 
small, 
two-wirigcd 
fungus 
gnats 
or 
flies, usually black or blackish in color, 
and belonging to several species. They 
arc minute, measuring only about one- 
tenth inch in length and about one- 
eighth inch in spread of wings. 
They 
are rapid and prolific breeders, espe- 
cially during warm weather, frequent- 
ly occurring in mushroom houses so 
abundantly as to darken the windows. 


The mushroom mite 
is a 
minute, 
soft-bodied mite, smooth skinned, and 
white or whitish in color. 
It is closely 
allied to the common cheese mite and 
resembles that species in appearance. 
It becomes, at times, so abundant in 
mushroom beds as to cover the surface 
of the compost: when present in such 
numbers it is extremely 
destructive, 
feeding upon the 
mushrooms 
in 
all 
stages and penetrating the beds and 
destroying IJie mycelium. 
Indeed, in 
one case observed, the mycelium was 
destroyed as fast as it was produced. 


At times the surface of a mushroom 
bed becomes alive with minute brown 
or black insects which, when disturbed 
leap about like fleas in an extremely 
erratic .manner. 
These are known as 
springtails, since the springing is per- 
formed by the aid of two short bristles 
situated on the end segment of the ab- 
domen. 
These insects are often at- 
tracted to the manure used as com- 
post, where they feed on the decaying 
vegetable matter present, but on occa- 
sion they may become very injurious in 
mushroom houses. A correspondent in 


St. Loni^ Mo., reported tliat In one «f 
his mushroom bonses a bed 150 feet ia 
length had been completely destroyed 
by these pests, which aitaeked tita 
mushrooms as fast as they ap]>eare4. 
honeycombing 
them and 
x^derias 
them unfit for use. 


Considerable Injury is often accom- 
plished to mushroom b«d« tkroucb tha 
attacks -of oval, grayish or siat^-col- 
ored creatures bearing seven paúv of 
legs called sowbugs. These insects fre- 
quent damp, dark places, aach as thoaa 
beneath boards, in cellars, and in th# 
cracks of sidewalks. When disturbed, 
many species roll up to form a ball, ly* 
ing quite still until the danger is past. 
During the night they issne from their 
bidding places to feed upon decaying 
ves;eta.ble matter, molds, and other ma- 
terial present in damp soils, although 
at times the roots of plants and eves 
the green leaves are not eaebewcd. 


Prevention of damages to cultivated 
mushrooms by insects and other crea- 
tures. begins with the eonstraetiOB oif 
a mushroom house, which should ba aa 
tight as possible, with outlets capaila 
of being tightly closed. 
The windowa 
and ventilators should be screened 
with fine wire gauze, aa this forms aa 
excellent prevention against the en* 
trance of the small ^fongus gnata or 
flies and th« mites which they cany. 


Mushroom spawn should be pm^ 
chased only from reliable dealers, aa 
otherwise insects may be ialroduuad 
with the spawn. As gnats may «la» ka 
brought into the house tluau^i the 
agency of manure, special attentkm 
should be given to fermentinir the 
compost uniformly to insure a hmt 
which is sufficient to deatroy maggota 
and other pests that may be preaeat in 
the manure. Where soil is infeated the 
soil of the benches shonld be «terOised 
by heating to a temperature of 15«* 
F,. while fumigation with carbon di- 
sulphid just previous to spawning i*

productive of good results in destroy- 
ing maggots in the eompcat. 
Carbon 
disulphid vapor, however, is very in- 
flammable 
and even explosive when 
mixed with air and brought into con- 
tact with fire or sparks, or when 
heated to a sufikaently high temper- 
ature. and great care should be used in 
handling it. Destmction of the advMa 
or flies in mushroom houses can be ef- 
fected by fumigation w i t h 
nicotina 
preparations or pyrethmm. 


Sowbugs may be detected at night 
by the aid of a lantern and killed, or 
hot water may be poured along the 
cracks in the boards and in other 
places where the bugs may be c<»- 
cealed by day.

WHAT HUMUS IS. 


Humus is the substance formed in 
the soil by decaying vegetable matter, 
such as leaves, stubble, ropts, manure, 
crop plowed under and so on. 
Humus 
not only comprises elements of plant 
food itself, but it has the power of 
holding the necessary nitrates of fer- 
tile 
soil 
to 
prevent their escaping 
through washing or other means. 
It 
also has the effect of a sponge in ab- 
sorbing and holding moisture in posi- 
tion and form available for the use of 
growing plants and aids in keeping the 
soil porous. 
Humus is indispensible 
to plant growth. 
Poor crops are In 
many cases due to its lack.

The proper brooding of chickens is 
one of the most diflicult operations on 
many poultry farms, especially for the 
beginner. 
Many poultry keepers who 
are able to obtain good egg yields and 
fair hatches make a failure of brood- 
ing chickens, either in raising only a 
small 
percentage 
of 
the 
chickens 
hatched or in failing to rear 
strong, 
vigorous birds which develop into good 
breeding stock. 
Brooding is still in the 
experimental stage, and no one system 
has given perfect satisfaction. 


Setting hens should be confined to 
slightly 
darkened 
nests at 
hatching 
time and not 
disturbed 
unless 
they 
step on or pick their chickens when 
hatching, in which case the chickens 
should be removed as soon as dry, in 
a basket lined with 
flannel 
or some 
other warm material, and kept near a 
fire until all the eggs are hatched; or 
the eggs may be removed and placed 
under a quieter hen whose eggs 
are 
hatching at the same time. 


An incubator may also be used to 
keep 
the 
earliest 
hatched 
chickens 
warm, in case they are removed from 
the nest. 
If the eggs hatch unevenly, 
those which are slow in hatching may 
be placed under other hens, as hens 
often get restless after a part of the 
chickens are out, allowing the remain- 
ing eggs to become cooled at the very 
time when steady 
heat 
is 
necessary. 
Remove the eggs shell.«? and any eggs 
which have not hatched as soon as the 
hatching is over. 
Hens should be fed 
as soon as possible after the eggs are 
hatched, as feeding tends to keep them 
quiet; otherwise many hens will leave 
the nest. 
In most cases it is best that 
the hen remain on the nest and brood 
the chickens for at least 24 hours after 
the hatching is over. 


Powder the hen with a good insect 
powder before moving her and the 
chickens to the brood coop. 
The hen 
should be dusted every two weeks or 
as often a« necessary until the chickens 
are weane4^ 
If lice become thick on 
the chickens, or if they are tj-oubled 
with "head lice." a very little grease, 
such as lard or vaseline, may be ap- 
plied with the fingcirs on the head, 
neck, under the wings, and around the 
vent. 
Great care should be taken, 
however, hot to get too much grease 


on the chickens, as it will stop their 
growth and in some cases may prove 
fatal. 
. 


The brood coop should be cleaned at 
least once a week and kept free from 
mites. If mites are found in the coop, 
it should be thoroughly cleaned and 
sprayed with kereosene oil or crude 
petroleum. From 1 to 2 inches of sSnd 
or dry dirt or a thin layer of straw or 
fine hay should be spread en the floor 
of the coop. 
Brood coops should be 
moved weekly to fresh ground, prefer- 
ably wher^ there is new grass. 
Shade 
is very essential in rearing chickens, 
especially d u r i n g 
warm 
weather: 
therefore, the coops should be placed 


in the shade whenever possible. 
A 
cornfield makes fine range for young 
chickens, as ow'ng to cultivation of 
the grotlnd, they get many bugs and 
w'drms and have fresh soil to run on 
most of the time and enjoy abundant 
shade. , 


All the chickens shoqid he toe- 
punched or marked befoj-e they are 
transferred to the brooder or brood 
coop, so that their ages and breeding 
readily can be determined after they 
are 
matured. 
Farmers 
frequently 
keep old hens on their farms and kill 
the younger hens and pullets, because 
they are unable to distinguish between 
them after the pullets have matured- 


SAIAIiL FARMS,

Beautiful Grounds 


The planting of bays or the masking 
of walks and drives is one of the fine 
arts in landscape decoration. 
If care 
and skill are exercised, the interest of 
.the visitor will not be allowed to flag, 
for at each turn in the road some new 
beauty will appear. 
The sense of dis- 
covery ia an important one to be grati- 
fied. 
The skillful planter realizes this 
and takes advantage of the curves in 
the road to shut out for the timejjeing 
those objects of interest and beauty 
which lie beyond. From the nature of 
the result desired, tall-growinf: decid- 
uous trees are not suited to this char- 
acter of planting. 
Maisking groups 
must be dense enough and tall enough 
to shut out the view. 
They must not 
be forma], but should lose their out- 
lines gradually and grade harmonious- 
ly off into the greensward or grosser 
planting, according to the 
general 
character of that part of the grounds. 
The same rules in regard to harmony 
and variety hold for masking groups 
as for those designed as shelter belts 
or as screens. 


To 
harmoniously 
arrange 
trees, 
shrubs, and herbaceous plants, and at 
the same time adjust them to the con- 
tour of the place, to the architecture 
of the buildings, and to the conveni- 
ence ofThe walks and drives, is the 
aim of the landscape gardener. 
As 
his guide and model he takes Nature, 
and in so far as she is followed his 
work is pleasing. 
Every successful at- 
tempt to ador'n a farm yard, a city lot, 
a suburban place, or a park has a val- 
uable influence upon the community 
in which it is situated. 
It furnishes 
an object lesson which ethers will at- 
tempt to follow, and in this way it 
serves the useful purpose o.C stimulat- 
ing in others a love for the beautiful in 
nature. Fortunately, the beauty which 
is produced by ornamental plantings 
can not be selfishly kept for the exclu- 
sive use of its owner; every passer-by 
can take the full measure of his ca- 
pacity without in the least detracting 
from the value of the plantation to its 
owner. 
Every person who plants a 
tree is a public benefactor. 


MARKETING THE STTIAWBERRY CROP 


A report of the detailed study of the 
marketing and distribution of straw- 
berries made by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture contains much interest- 
ing information. The material for this 
report was obtained 
last year, but 
much of the information contained in 
it is believed to hold true year after 
year. 


The investigators found that with 
the increase of the importance of the 
Industry more elaborate methods for 
the disposal of the crop have become 
necessary. 
Practically every import- 
ant producing section has one or more 
i m p o r t a n t marketing associations. 
These organizations relieve the grower

of many of the details connected with 
the disposal of his crop, and in some 
cases even mS'intain a labor bureau 
for securing the much needed- help 
during the picking season. In certain 
caaea, toó, a number of local organiza- 
tions by concerted action hâve secured 
a high degree of uniformity in the 
grade and pack of the berries, which is 
reflected in the better price obtained 
on the márkets. 


The expenses of these associations 
may be classifled Into certain weU-de- 
fined items, viz.: the salaries of the 
manager, the other ofllcers, the inspec- 
tors. and the necessary help, the rental 
or taxes on loading sheds, depreciation 
of the property beionginir tP the aaso- 


ciation, the stationery, postage, tele- 
grams, and other miscellaneous items. 
The money to meet these costs is se- 
cured either by charging the grower a 
fixed sum per crate or else a certain 
percentage of the gross returns. 
Fre- 
quently there is a surplus which ia re- 
funded to the members after the ship- 
ping season is over. 


Another difllculty that has increased 
with the development of the industry 
and the growing practice of shipping 
strawberries over long distances Is the 
scarcity of labor at picking time. 
In 
order that the berries shall reach a 
distant market in good condition, it is 
necessary to pick them regularly and 
at the proper time. 
The demand for 
pickers Is, therefore, very great. 
On 
the other hand, idleness, due to a few 
rainy days, may cause the pickers to 
migrate to another section, causing 
considerable loss to the growers they 
leave. 
To offset this tendency, the re- 
port suggests that pickers should be 
guaranteed a minimum 
number of 
working days within the limits of the 
normal harvesting season. 


Last season the,heaviest shipments 
took place between May 10 and May 26. 
While this may be a little later than 
the average, it is probable that in most 
years the strawberry mo^'ement will 
reach its height about this time. 
Dur- 
ing this period growers in Norfolk, 
Virginia, in the Carolinas, and in'Ten- 
nessee, three of the most important 
producing sections in tho United States 
make their heaviest shipments. 


New Tork and the diatrict around it 
received more earlots of strawberries 
than any other cfty. 
Chicago came 
next. Boston third, Cincinnati fourth, 
Pittsburgh 
fifth, 
a n d 
Philadelphia 
sixth. 
The relatively small number of 
cars of strawberries «hipped to Phila- 
delphia is accounted for in part by the 
fact that this city receives large quan- 
tities of strawbei^es from near-by dis- 
tricts which are shipped in leas than 
carload lots. 
Many small towns, the 
report says, which do not now receive 
full carlots of strawberries could prob- 
ably be turned into .profitable markets 
to the advantage of both the straw? 
berry grower and the consumer.

New York, May 5.—The more reas.suring 
character of the news from abroad was 
helpful to today's early market, important 
stocks showing general advances, 
with 
some irregularity at the opening. 
United 
States Steel was in demand after its mod- 
erate setbacli at the outset, and affiliated 
industrials w^eie rirnier, Avith metals, oils, 
Indusrial Alcohol and .some of the equip- 
ments. 
A three-point rally in Delaware 
and Hudson to 111 was the noteworthy in- 
cident among rails, Lehigh Valley and 
Norfolk and Western also gaining a point 
each. 


Conflicting influences were again oper- 
ative in the stock market later, the short 
session being characterized by fair sup- 
port of industrials and leading war spe- 
cialties, while railroad shares were under 
increased pressure. 
Some of the stand- 
ard securities in the latter section fell to 
lowest levels in years, reciving little sup- 
port. Oils and utilities also suffered from 
steady, liquidation and short selling, Texas 
company and Ohio Gas yielding about 
three points each. 
Equipments were ir- 
regular but coppers owed their moderate 
strength to the placing of additional large 
ordars for the metal. 
United States Steel 
was steady after its initial setback. The 
closing was heavy.

Out of a postponement of the final steps for 


building the auditorium the city will secure 
rnueh gain—much the greater gaiu, indeed— 
aside from what can be saved on the cost of 
materials and labor. Postponement will allow 
time for avoiding more errors than merely 
plunging into operations a the crest of high 
prices. 


To -put off the final steps of this thing will 


permit Fort Wayne to do what ought to be 
done and what we firmly believe the people of 
the city strongly desire shall be done. The 
people do not want tlioir expectations of a 
great and noble building disappointed. They 
must inevitably de doomed to such a dis- 
appointment if the enterprise proceeds to re- 
sults under present conditions and with only 
the funds now in hand to sec it through. The 
people would much prefer tu wait a season for 
more favorable conditions and they would 
Yathcr increase the funds than to submit to 
disappointment merely to gain a bit of time 
tnd save the expenditure of an ample sum. 


There will be much more credit to the ad- 


ministration and a great, degree of public ap- 
probation for dealing with this enterprise in 


- 
it way that is wise and to an issue that is sat- 
isfactory than by hurryinjr it along to a result 
Diat nobody nan nncl nobody will approve. 
Those who must, officially nssmne responsibil- 
ity for tliis enterprise and its outcome will be 
freely accorded the honor as they will be in- 
escapably shouldered with the blame for the 
result as good or bad shall prevail in that. It, 
will be just, as honorable mid just as creditable 
1o have saved this great enterprise 
from 


botching and bungling as to have carried it 
through to complete success. It will be more 
so, we think, because the oilier course is easy 
and no wihout its shallow emplations. 


The auditorium enterprise should be post-

It should have every char- 
acter and perfection that belongs to a modern 
public building.

sured by putting off steps until more money 
can be obtained, more ground procured and 
better conditions realized.

CHERISHES NO DELUSIONS. 


If it has been in the mind of any that this 


nation's part in the great war would be merely 
to furnish vast sums of money and stupendous 
stores of munitions and then stand by to watch 
tho country's European allies spend the one 
and burn up the other, they must in these 
be iindergoiug a rapid cure of that delusion. 


The national government is getting ready 


for war on a mighty scale—a scale that will 
compare with the magnitude of European op- 
erations. Already detailed steps arc proceed- 
ing for the making of the first army of a half 
million men. A year from now, unless peace 
shall meanwhile intervene, this country will 
have a million trained men in arms and half 
that number in Europe. The navy will be 
strengthened in every way that will add most 
1o the nation's power on the sea and its ability 
to <lc;il with 
tilt; one arm 
of Germany's' 


strength that today is feared. Even a greater 
scale of preparation is under way to supply 
the tonnage that is necessary to meet the sub- 
marine danger and to insure the supplying of 
food and munitions to America's allies in the 
war. 


Financial preparation already has taken on 


a stupendous character. At one move seven 
billions were clumped into the nation's war 
::hcst. That already is going at a rate that 
shows that the beginning has been made if the 
struggle be in any degree prolonged. The 
whole of it will have disappeared within a few 
months. It is conceded that the credits al- 
ready voted will not go far after a half mil- 
lion men have been put in. the training camps. 
These gigantic expenditures will not prostrate 
the country, however, for practically all of the 
licavy loans made to the allies will be expend- 
ed in America. That had no place in.consid- 
eration when the credits were voted, but it is 
not a disagreeable incident of Uncle Sam's 
necessity to undertake the financing of the 
war if he is to win. 


The impressive fact is that the government 


is determined to take no chances. Having 
staked the issue.on the sword, the whole of tho 
nation's resources is cast in. Two years of 
war will find us with a development oC man 
power nnd material resource scarcely second 
if indeed at all inferior to German's state at 
the beginning of the war or Great Britain's 
today. There is no misunderstanding in 
Washington of the need of getting ready as 
rapidly and as efficiently as we have the 
capacity to do. The people of the nation will 
do well to realize it.

THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 


(Copyright 1»17 by Henry A. Lapp.) 


Alodcrn Glyph?*. 


"Saharct, as art'object, 50-50, with Salome." 


—Headline in Chicago Daily Tribune. 


The above hieroglyphic inscription undoubtedly 


means that Saharct got hers by taking the flrst 
fifty; and took fifty more, leaving the naked or (if 
you prefer a more chaste wording) .unearned in- 
crement to Salome. But, after all, what could you 
expect from a heathen woman like Saharet? And, 
besides. Salome is amply able to take care of her- 
self, even in Chicago! 


The maklnc of laws Is the most im- 


portant of the function* of govern- 
ment and the most e*reful attention 
should be given to the organization of 
the law-making body—the «tate legis- 
lature. 


There are two ends lo be attained, 


namely, tho fair and equal represen- 
tation of the people in tho legislature 
and tho passage of fair and wholesome 
laws for tho public. 


With the first of these ends, this 


article will deal. 


The idea of a representative assem- 


bly is that since all tho people can- 
not meet to make laws, they select 
representatives to speak for them. All 
people being equal before the law it 


i follows that the representation should 
| be equal. If there are 600,000 people 


I in a state and there are 100 represen- 
! tativos. 
then 
each 
representative 


I should represent 6,000 people. 


In practice tho attempt is made to 


so divide a state that each representa- 
tive and senator shall represent as 
nearly an equal number of people as 
possible. The shift of population and 
the following of county lines makes 
this difficult at best.

In Indiana a similar situation arose 
when the cities of northwestern In- 
diana grew up almost over night. For 
a number of years Lake county was 
not fairly represented. 


Indiana has 100 representatives and 


flfty senators. These are apportioned 
among the counties. 
Marion county 


has ten representatives and Lake 
county, four. Nearly all have at least 
one representative but small counties 
like Pike and Dubola are joined to- 
gether to form ono district. Where 
a large county has more than enough 
for one and not enough for two, it 
Is usually joined with a neighboring 
small county in a joint district. The 
big county elects one and the two to- 
gether elect the other. 


This plan of joining a small county 


to a large one Is severely criticised 
because it gives the large county too 
much power. 
Thus" Marion county 


elects five senators by itself and is 
joined with Hendricks and Hamilton 
counties to elect another senator. The 
two small counties are overwhelmed 
by th« large vote of Marion county. 


As a remedy for this, it Is proposed 


to divide the state into larger districts 
and elect two, three or more from 
each. If the state were divided Jnto 
twenty-flve districts, then each dis- 


trict would elect four representatives 
or two senators on the present basis. 
If H«ndrlck« county were joined to 
Marlon a* one of the districts. th«n 
Hendricks county would have a vot* 
on all four.

tered in getting a fair apportionment 
I* the *alnsh attempt of political par- 
tie* to divide the state so as to get the 
greatest 
political 
advantage.

ines of the rest of the territory are

rlcta. Tho term •'gerrymander" was 
lolned as a pun on Gerry of Massa- 
ihusetts, who was responsible for the 
ormatlon of a district which looked 
n tho map like a salamander.

amous shoestring district extended all 
.round the city of Chicago a few years 
so. 


Indiana requires that the districts 


shall be composed of contiguous ter- 
ritory and that no county uhall be di- 
vided and part added to another coun- 
ty. 
Even this has not prevented at- 


.empts at manipulation of district* 
and it is doubtful if we ever had a 
constitutional apportionment.

President Estrada Cabrera says that 
the reason prompting his action was 
his desire to stand with the Unltfd 
States in its fight for democracy and 
the preservation of international law. 
Guatemala^ as 
well as 
the United 


States, has been the victim of German 
plots threatening 
the 
peace and 


safety of the country. The action of 
Guatemala Is, of course, in the inter- 
est of this country, but It is even more 
in the interest of freedom and civili- 
zation. We now have free access to'-' 
all Central American waters except 
those of Honduras and Mexico. But 
even Mexico is showing a disposition 
at least to play fair, as when she or- 
dered the Germans in the country .to 
keep away from the American frontier.- • 


There is, outside of Germany's Im- 


mediate allies, no nation in the world 
that does not regard the present Ger- 
man government as its enemy. And 
with good reason. There is nowhere 
any hatred for the Germans as such, 
but there is a deep-seated distrust of 
the Prussian autocracy that has sought 
to bend the whole world to its will.

Now is the Time 


to. Preserve Eggs 


April. May ami June, the great eir,? 


producing season of the year, is the 
time to preserve the surplus eggs fo- 
next fall and winter. For the person 
who wishes to preserve eggs for his 
own use. the easiest and perhaps the 
best method is the use of water gla*s, 
or sodium silicate. 


This water glass is a sirupy liquid 


which should be mixed one part water 
glass fo nine parts water which has 
previously been boiled. The solution 
should' be kept in ft. clean crock, o:' 
stone jar. Kegs or barrels may be 
used, provided they are scalded thor- 
oughly and are absolutely free from 
odors. 


After the jar has been partly fined 


with the water glass solution the eggs 
can be put in from day to day. and 
should remaiji at least two inches be- 
low the surface of the solution. 


Eggs put down in this manner and 


stored in a cool, dark place will come 
out the following winter as a very good 
article of food. 


One gallon of water glass, costing 


$1, will make solution to cover nearly 
tifty 
dozen eggs. 
The 
commercial 


water glass is used for preserving eggs, 
as it is much cheaper than the chemi- 
cally pure article. 


Eggs also may be preserved in lime 


•.vatcr. salt, natcn tegg preservatives, 
snxvdust or bran. But eggs packed in 
salt arc liable to lose as much as 23 
or they can be greased and stored in 
per cent by evaporation, while those 
which arc greased sometimes lost 2."i 
per rent. 
Moreover, they may be- 


come tainted, while eggs preserved in 
water glass are not only satisfactory 
after having been packed away for 
months, but nlso when kept three or 
four weeks after removal from solu- 
tion. 


Most packed eggs will not brat i:p 


well for cake-making or fronting, while 
eggs taken from a water glass solution 
seem quite equal to the average fresh 
eggs to be had In the markets. Their 
shells, however, aro likely to crack In 
boiling. 
It is sadl that this can be 


prevented by piercing the larger end 
of tho egg with .a needle before put- 
ting it Innt witter. Water gliuvt. known 
us sodium silicate to tho druggist, may 
bo bought at the drug store or of poul 
try supply men.

Department of Civilian Relief. 


One of the important branches of 


the Red Cross is the civilian relief, 
upon whom falls the direction of the 
care of the civil population made desti- 
tute by war or disaster. For the pur- 
poses of organization and of relief 
work, the country has been divided 
into six divisions, with a director over 
each division. Each director has ad- 
ministrative supervision over ail local 
organizations in his division; also, in 
time of disaster, the director takes 
charge of the relief work. It has been 
said that a latent desire to help others 
is common to all men and all women. 
In the Red Cross workei"s the desire 
is not passive but alive, active or ready 
for action to call. Ernest P. Bicknell. 
brother of C. F. Bicknell. of this city. 
Is director general of the civilian re- 
lief. 


Much of the Red Cross effort at 


present is being: directed to tho spread 
of instruction to women to the end that 
in the emergency, which is not far dis- 
tant, they may know how to prepare 
supplies to conform to the adopted 
standards. 
Much of the work at the 


headquarters here during 
the past 


three weeks has been devoted almost 
entirely to the making of hospital sup- 
plies. 
For three weeks Miss Mary 


Johnson, of Chicago, an expert Red j 
Cross nurse, taught large numbers of i 
Fort Wayne women the art of making 
supplies that they may be able to, 
teach others after she had gone.

«• "I was a 'quitter' and «orry for it," 
he wrote in a letter to ah International 
secretary who had talked with him 
following some special meetings at the 
young man's college. "One thing was 
keeping me 
from enjoying a real 


Christian experience — cigarettes. 
I 


knew it all the time, yet seemed un- 
able to quit.. 
"During the summer I stayed in Our 


college town and worked twelve hours 
a, night at a machine shop. Then I 
worked .afternoons in a store for six 
weeks, along with my night work. Be- 
tween work and hot weather, I got 
very little sleep, so used cigarettes to 
keep up my nerve. Before the sum- 
mer ended I was a fiend for them and 
smoked to stay awake, then smoked 
to go to sleep. "Was on a piece work 
job where I could go out to smoke any 
ti-ne I wanted to, which made matters 
worse. 
"When school opened I was almost 


a wreck physically. My nerves kept 
going back on me, so. a few weeks 
after your visit I dropped school for 
the year.

began planning a change. A circuit in 
northern Michigan was put up as a 
hard place on small pay: I decided 
that was what

preaching points and I make them all 
on Sunday. My salary is so small that 
I can't afford to hire a horse so I walk 
the 
full distance. Last Sunday

snowed about ten inches so the walk- 
Ing was fine. I have to preach my 
third and hardest sermon after walk- 
ing the twenty-two miles. Don't you 
think that's fine exercise for a five- 
mile runner? A year ago last fall I 
was fifth five-miler in the state and I 
smoked all the time I was training. 


"You 
are responsible for my being 


where I am tonight. It's 400 miles 
from ray friends but I'm closer to God 
than ever before. I have learned the 
value of prayer more since coming 
here. I realize that it's a job for a 
bigger man than I."

paralysis. 
In view of tho fact that the Infec- 


tion of Infantile paralysis Is thought 
to enter tho body by way of tho mu- 
cous membranes of tho mouth, noso 
and throat, children should bo encour- 
aged to garglo frequently with 1 per 
cent solutions of peroxide with water. 
It 1ms been shown that the disease- 
producing substance can bo destroyed 
by a I per cent peroxide of hydrogen 
HOlutlon. 
Some authorities claim that the dis- 


ease may enter tho body through tho 
Botmach and bowels. ^For thla reason 
errors of diet should bo avoided and 
n lowering of tho resistance of the di- 
gest. \re tract should bo prevented. 


Houses Hhotild be screened and chil- 


dren protected against flics. The house 
should be kept 1'rco from dust and 


public roads should be sprinkled or 
oiled to keep the dust down. 


Dog Bites Need Attention. 


Rabies is not a disease confined to 


dogs and common only during the so- 
called dog-days of summer, contrary 
to popular belief. 
{ 
It may occur among humans or an- 


imals at any season. Like other In- 
fections it Is caused by a germ coming 
into contact with and growing In any 
break of the skin or mucous surface. 
Usually the infection Is direct, as from 
the bite of an infected animal. Less 
frequently, infection occurs from rub- 
bing a break in the skin or mucous 
surface over some material coated with 
the germs. 
No dog bite should be lightly re- 


garded. It may be insignificant or it 
may bo deadly. 


A dog that has bitten a person 


should not be killed unless it Is im- 
possible to catch it or confine It with- 
out further danger. 


When possible the animal should be 


locked up for observation. 


Everyone bitten by a dog should 


havo the wound dressed by a physi- 
cian. 
Bites on tho hand or face are par- 


ticularly dangerous and 
should bo 


treated at once. 
People havo been taught to believe 


that a dog suffering from rabies has a 
fear of water. This Is not true. A 
dog afflicted with the 
disease wll 


drink freely and will swim streams. 


The attack lasts but a few days bu 


during that time tho animal's capacity 
for harm Is almost unlimited.

THE SECRET OF GOOD POTATO CULTURE 


By I/. R. WA&DRON. ' 


It Is said that one must start with 


ones' grandparents if a satisfactory 
human being is to be produced. Like- 
wise in potato culture, one must start 
:t least •with the parents o£ the potato 
if the maximum crop is to be pro- 
duced. 
It is a, common belief that if we 


purchase a variety of potatoes from a 
seedsman, that we have secured just 
one variety. This is true in a. measure. 
If the .seedsman is reliable, he •will send 
us a. lot of potatoes that is uniform in 
regard to color, depth of eyes, earli- 
neai'Qf maturing, and other qualities. 
Bat unless this particular lot has been 
pedigreed, which is unlikely, then the 
seedsman ha* not sent us one thing 
but many thing*. 


The farmer can demonstrate this 


fact to his own satisfaction- At dig- 
ging time let him lay off & portion of a 
row containing 100 hills. In order to 
show this, each hill must have come 
from only one piece of seed. The 100 
hills are dug and the tubers of each 
hill are kept by themselves on top of 
the hill 
The products of the 100 
hills are now ready to be studied. At 
first glance, the hill* may appear to 
run. vwy uniformly. A. little closer view 
will reveal the fact that about the only 
thing that is uniform is that they are 
all'potatoes. 
' 


The first hill- has one large one. two 


medium*Bized ones and half a. dozen 
email ones. The next hill has one 
medium-sized one and several small 
ones. Perhaps the next hill has 3 or 4 
good-sized ones. Another hill has a 
eolitary tuber, but of good stee. Per- 
haps another hill has nothing but little 


Thus it goes through the 100 


The hill that bore 3 or 4 good-sized 


tubers is the one to fasten our eyes on. 
That is the hill that has ability and the 
one that we should get next- to. Many 
farmers will say that we can not get 
good crops if potato hills do not contain 
more than 5 or 4 tubers. This is where 
they are short on arithmetic. 


We will assume for the sake of argu- 


meot that we have 3 tubers to every 
hill and-that the total weight of the 3 
tubers is 1% Ibs, There is nothing ab- 
surd in this for often an individual tu- 
ber will weigh more. We will further 
assume that our rows are 3% feet 
apart and that oar bills are 2 feet 
apart in the row. This is open plant- 
ing, probably more open than is com- 
monly practiced. At this rate of plant-

Now I am sure that the ordinary 


farmer—that 99 farmers out of every 
100, will pick up the tubers from all of 
the hills and put them all together. Be 
does this complacently and with satis- 
faction. Bis fathers did it before him 
and all of his neighbors do it.

It In going to persist 
for years and every tlm.e we, plant seed 
of that strain, we will know to a cer- 
tainty that vrn will harvest little pota- 
toes.

common feature of potato fields. 
a good deal like most people. 
neither very bad nor very good. 
just medium. 


to the point, they may be put into ap- 
plication by any farmer of ordinary 
intelligence' with tha effect of largely 
increasing his potato yields, provided 
always that he uses proper methods of 
seed preparation, planting and tillage. 
While only a medium amount of intel- 
ligence is necessary. It does require en- 
thusiasm and determination^ 


What a farmer should do at potato 


digging time hi to dig a fair sised 
patch, leaving each hilt by Itself. After 
the patch is dug, he should carefully 
go over the patch and select out those 
hills that have few tubers of good sice. 
The tubers from those hills should be 
sacked by themselves and laid away 
for seed for the year following. If he 
is particular he maty not bo able to find 
more than 10 hills to his liking. In 
the springtime those should be treated 
by themselves and planted in a sepa- 
rate patch. The second years' product 
from the 10 hills will be rofflolent to 
plant quite R piece of ground, perhaps 
as much aa the farmer desires. 


If the farmer . wants to follow a 


method even better and more accurate 


Cook or Pasteurize All Milk or 


Milk Products Fed to Hogs 


Raw mflk from a tuberculous cow will sooner or 
later certainly carry the germs of tuberculosis to 
your hogs- A little care will prevent this. 


Scald air skimmed milk, buttermilk, or whey. 


Even boiling will not lessen their feeding value- 
Either scalding, boiling, or pasteurizing—that is, 
heating to 145° F. and holding at that temperature 
for 30 minutes—will Rill all germs of tuberculosis 
and also render harmless stray germs of many 
other animal diseases. No farmer, unless his herd 
is tuberculin tested and free from tuberculosis, 
should feed his skimmed milk raw to his swine. 
He is taking an unnecessary risk of having them 
rejected at the slaughterhouse. 
Raw skimmed milk and buttermilk from 


creameries and whey from cheese factories are 
particularly dangerous. If there happens to be 
only one tuberculous herd on the creamery route, 
the skimmed milk from that farm may spread 
tubercle bacilli through all the milk in the 
skimmed-milk tank. 
Cook all raw milk taken 


home from the creamery-. Better yet, join with 
your neighbors in insisting that the creamery shall 
pasteurize skimmed milk before it is delivered. 
Such psjrtenriation prevents the creamery from 
becoming a distributing point for animal diseases, 
the germs of which get into milk. If your cream- 
cry delivers pasteurised skimmed milk, see that 
vour own cans are sterilued before yon take your 
share. The little raw milk left in your own cans 
may .contaminate the pasteurized milk furnished by 
the creamery. 
Raw Garbage, raw slaiurhterhouse offal, the raw 


flesh of dead chicken*, or other carrion "also arc 
very liable to contain germs of tuberculosis that 
•will infect your hogs. Cook all raw garbage or 
meat before you give it to your animals. Garbage 
so prepared is excellent food for hogs, provided it 
is not decomposed before it is cooked. Keep gar- 
bage containers clean, and construct piggcnes 
where sterilized garbage is prepared and fed, so 
that they may b« cleaned readily. Prepared tank- 
age from slaughterhouses is free from danger, as 
iU preparation involves thorough cooking or steril- 
ization. 
Keep Hogs Away From Dairy 


Cows Not Tuberculin Tested 


The droppings of tuberculous cows, especially 


of those in which the disease is of long standing, 
are almost certain to contain large numbers of 
tubercle bacQU 


Hogs having access to manure or bedding from 
such cows are almost certain to get the disease. 
The safest plan is to keep your hogs absolutely 
away from your dairy cattle unless your herd has 
seen tuberculin tested and is known to be free 
from tuberculosis. The risk more than offsets any 
feeding advantage. 


In the case of steers or other cattle known as 
'feeders," it is comparatively safe to allow hogs 
to follow them, as the disease is not very common 
among these animals, and they usually are sold oft* 
the farm before the disease, if contracted, develops 
to a point where their droppings -would be infected. 
Get Rid of Tuberculous Hogs— 


Start With a Clean Herd 


Fortunately, hogs, with the exception of valuable 
breeding animals, arc not kept for a number of 
years on a farm. Most of them are sold each year. 
If your swine are tuberculous, as you can tell 
from slaughterhouse reports or by having them 
tuberculin tested, make a clean sweep of your herd. 


Sell all the hogs, including breeding animals, for 


what the healthy bogs will bring, as meat and the 
infected hogs will bring as tankage or grease. 


If the sow is free from tuberculosis, the pigs 
start right. 


Clean up and disinfect hog lols thoroughly and 


then get new breeding stock which tuberculin tests 
show arc free from tuberculosis. 


• When yon have established a herd free from 
tuberculosis, do not introduce strange animals 
from other farms into your herd until you have 
satisfied yourself that they are free from disease. 


In a short time you will have a herd that is 


thriving and heal thy <and will attract buyers. 


Make it your business to follow up vour hogs~ 


wbich go to the slaughterhouse, as the'slaughter- 
house report may give you the first wirning that 
your swine are diseased.

HOW TO CONTROL MUSHROOM PESTS

Cultivated mtubtooio* are subject 


o attack by a variety of pest*, espe- 
cially during warm weather. Som« or 
these may be brought into the house 
n the compost of which the beds are 
composed, attacking the mushrooms 
through preference, wnile other*, feed 
normally upon mushrooms, and are at. 
tracted from to* wild forms outside 
through the greater abundance of 
their natural food plant in the culti- 
vated beds. Injury by these pests fre- 
quently becomes aeiioua. 
The Inmct and. other pests which 


usually attack cultivated mushrooms, 
and those of which complaints are 
most-frequently made, may be divided 
roughly into four classes, namely, 
muatfroom mascots, mites, springtaile.

The injurious f o r m s commonly 


known a* "intishroom maggots" ar 
small, whitish or yellowish-white mag 
gots, usually having black heads. They 
are the larrae, or young, of certain 
small, two-winged fungus gnats o 
me*, usually black or blackish in color 
and belonging to.several species. They 
are minute, measuring only about one 
tenth inch in length and about one 
eighth inch in spread of wings. Thtr 
are rapid and prolific breeders, espe- 
cially during warm weather, frequent- 
ly occurring in mushroom houses so 
abundantly as to darken the windows. 


The mushroom mite Is a minute, 


soft-bodied mite, smooth skinned, and 
white or whitish in color. It is closely 
allied to the common chetee mil* and 
resembles that species In appearance. 
It becomes, at times, so abundant In 
mushroom beds as to cover the surface 
of the compost; when present in such 
numbers it is extremely destructive, 
feeding upon the mushrooms In alt 
stage* and penetrating the beds and 
destroying the mycelium. Indeed, In 
one case observed, the mycelium was 
destroyed at feet as It was produced. 


At time* the surface of a mushroom 


bed becomes alive with minute brown 
or black Insects which, when disturbed 
leap about like fleas in an extremely 
erratic manner. These ere known 
Eprtnjrtalls. since the springing is per- 
formed by the aid of two alien bristle* 
situated on the end segment of the"ab- 
domen. These insects are often at- 
tracted to the manure used as com- 
post, where they feed on the decaying 
vegetable matter present, but on occa- 
sion they may become very Injurious In 
mushroom hosjse*. A correspondent in 


Louis. iCau reported tkafcta eao of 


iis mushroom hoases a bed ItO feet in 
ength had been completely destwred 
by these pests, which attacked the 
mushrooms as fast as they ippMrsd.

CARE OF THE HEN AND CHICKS 


The proper brooding of chickens I*1 


one of the most difficult operations on 
many poultry farms, especially for the 
beginner. Many poultry koeper* who 
sro able t» obtain good egg yields and 
fair hatches make a failure of brood- 
Ing chickens, either In raising only a 
small percentage of the chickens 
hatched or in falling to rear strong. 
vigorous birds which develop into good 
breeding stock. Brooding is still in the 
experimental stage, and no ane system 
has given perfect satisfaction. 


Setting hens should be confined to 


slightly darkened n«sts 
time and net disturbed 


at hatching 
unless they 


step on or pick their chickens when 
hatching, in which case the chickens 
should be removed as soon aa dry, in 
a basket lined with flannel or some 
other warm material, and kept near a 
fire urilil all the eggs are hatched; or 
the eggs may be removed and placed 
under a quieter hen whose eggs are 
hatching at the same time. 


•An incubator m»y also be used to 


keep the earliest hatched chickens 


on the chickens, as it win stop their 
growth and in some ease* may prove 
atal.

Asjether diflteulty that ha* increased 


with the development of the indvttry 
and the growing practice of snipping 
strawberries ever long distance* is the 
scarcity of labor at picking time. In 
order that the berries shall reach a 
distant market in good condition, it is 
necessary to pick them regularly and 
at the proper time. The demand tor 
pickers is, therefor*, very great. On 
the other hand, Idleness, dne to a few 
rainy days, may canee the pickers to 
migrate to another section, causing 
considerable loss to the grower* they 
leave. To offset this tendency, the re- 
port suggests that pickers should be 
guaranteed a minimum number o1 
working days within the limit* ot th* 
normal harvesting season. 


Last season the heaviest shipment* 


took place between May 10 and May 2C. 
While this may be a little later than 
tha average, it is probable that in most 
years the strawberry movement will 
reach Its height about this time. Dur- 
ing this period growers in Norfolk, 
Virginia, in the Carolines, and in Ten- 
nessee, three of the most important 
producing sections in the United States 
make their heaviest shipment*. 


New York and the dtxrict around it 
received more, earlots of strawberries 
than any other* city. Chicago came 
next, Boston third, Cincinnati fourth, 
Pittsburgh fifth, and Philadelphia 
strth. The relatively small number of 
car* of strawberries chipped to Phil* 
delphta is accounted tor in pan by th< 
fact that this city receives large quan 
titles of strawberries from near-by dis 
ttiets which are shipped in len than 
carload lots. Many small towns, the 
report says, which do not now recelv 
full carlots of strawberries, eould prob 
ably be turned into profitable markets 
to,the advantage of both the straw 
berry grower and th* consumer.
